THE COMIflG STATE CONVENTIONS. 
Unless otherwise ordered, there will be 


two republican state conventions this 
year—one in May, to elect delegates to 
the national republican convention whioh 
meets in Chicago oivtho 3d of June, 
and one in August or 
September, 


to 
nominate 
candidates 
for 
s'-ato 


offices, 
The 
suggestion has 
been 


made—and 
it comes 
from 
sev- 


eral quarters-thai it would bo wise to 
hold the two conventions at one time,— 
tbat is, let the one convention elect del- 
egates to the national convention and al- 
so nominate a state ticket.• The favor- 
able point m this plau is that it iwould 
bo much more conveoent and economi- 
cal, and -would much boilersuit the agri- 
cultural districts, which will have a large 
representation in the convention. 


There will likely be no contest in iha 


republican state convention,regarding a, 
state ticket. It ir, generally conceded 
that Governor 
Kn.sk 
and the state 


officers will bo renominatcd by almost 
unanimous consont. There is no dispo 
eition to change, and this being the case 
it is argued that it would bo perfectly in 
keeping with wisdom ana fairness to 
hold but ono convention. Wo see no in:- 
propriety in tli-a movement. lu mn,,y 
respects it would bo bettor in ii,^ Ilp 
the work ut one time. 
This could be 


done, under tho circumstances, without 
seeming to forestall public sentiment in 
regard to who shall bo nominated for 
state offices. 
Any one who has any spe- 


cial wires to pull or a political ax to 
grind, may possibly object to an early 
convention, but it would be diflicult, we 
judge, to bnag forward a substantial rea- 
son why one convention should not do 
the work of two. 


There will bo some opposition tu this 


coming from those whoso minds are not 
<inito clear in (lie -.lend of winter as to 
what should be ilo:i<! about n state ticket. 
They have au idea that between auow

worked np against the renoraination of 
Lieutenant Governor FiiielJ, and if thut 
ebould provo strong enough to defeat 
him, there would be a general breaking 
up of tho whole ticket.
